COTTON GENNING STATISTICS. 
MOVE TO BND GUESSWORK. 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.! 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.—{Exctu- 

sive Dispatch. ] Ast he result of the 

success of the Census Office in collect- 
ing statistics of cotton ginning, the 

American Live Stock Association has 

on foot a movement that, t approved 

by Congress, may completely revolu- 
tfonize the compflation of governmen- 
tal statistics of agriculture and elim- 


inate guesework from them entirely. 


‘Live stock men point out that it fis 
costing the government about $100,000 
a year to gather statistica in cotton 
ginning, and they contend that if the 
expenditure of this amount to secure 


accurate * statistics of one crop 


is justified, the government could 


very properly enlarge the er- 


penditure enough to secure sta- 


tistics ofo ther staple crops and of 


live stock as well. 

It is probable that cattle men will 
not ask for an annual census of live 
ptock and crops at present, but will be 


content with a census every five years” 


to serve as a basis for estimates dur- 
ing intervening years. In a general 
way, the plan would provide for a com- 
plete canvass of the farming commu- 
nites of the United States by Census 
Office field agents and the enumera- 
tion of all of the live stock, together 
with a report as to the acreage of each 


principal crop. This canvass. would | 


be made in the spring, late enough to 
enable farmers to give accurate infor- 
mation as to their crops already in the 
ground or being put in. These acre- 


‘age figures would be published by the 


Census Office as soon as possible, and 
then, during the growing season, the 
usual crop reports of the Weather Bu- 
reau would be published. | 
If this system should be adopted and 
the percentage estimates of the condi- 
tion of growing crops made by the Bu- 
reau of Statistics mould be discontin- 
ued, the government reports would be 
confined to publication of facts as to 
acreage and weather conditions, leav- 
ing those persons interested in the sev- 
eral crops to draw their own conclu- 
sions as to the probable yield indi- 
cated by these reports. This would elim- 
inate estimates .and guesses from gov- 
ernmental statistical work entirely, and 
allow each one interested to make his 


own guess. 


Necessarily, the expense of collecting 
these statistics every year or every five 
years would be considerable, and will 
be taken into consideration by Con- 
gress in determining whether the plan 
shall be adopted. How great the ex-

The cars 
will run through all the colonies for 
several miles, but the routes have not 
been announced as yet. It is the inten- 
tion to furnish power for pumping 
plants, where pumping for irrigation 
is done, and also to supply all sur- 
rounding towns ‘with electricity for 
lighting and power.

The largest claim against Graves is 
held by Careline Colton Martin, as 
miministratrix of the estate of Meary 
McLane Martin and amounts today to 
$119,006. Thies debt is of 
yeais standing, the original amount 
being. $45,000, in 1880. Since that time 
tue creditors have kept it alive by se- 
unten Judgments every five years. The 
‘.agment was secured in April! 
of the present year, and the claim at 
this time amounted to $116,006.12. An 
other debts are of the same nature, 
Jere deing but one open account, and 
thie with-a brother Henry Graves, of 
New York, amounting to $10,000.

RRIGATION METHODS. 

it is a eurious thing bow utterly 
ignorant some people are of the pro- 
visions of the Naflona) Irrigation Act. 
For instance, there is the Colusa Sun, 
an excellent paper, edited by the veteran 
W. 8. Green, who for many years 
alone among the newspaper men of 
Northern California has been preach- 
ing the advantages of irrigation for 
that section, as well as for Southern 
California. Consequently, it might be 
supposed that he would have more 
thoroughly studied the Nationa) Irri- 
gation Act than he has, to judge from 
the following article, which recently 


appeared in his paper: 

“Willlam K. Smythe was backed 
in his fight against what is known 
as the Works Irrigation Bill in the 
last Legislature by Southern Califor- 
nia. He now announces that a Dill 
Win be formulated very soon by a 
committee representing various ele- 
ments in the industrial life of the 
Siate, and submitted for the considera- 
tion of the people of the State in op- 
position to the Works bill, which, it is 
understood, will be presented again. 
Mr. Smythe would have the land and 
the water go together, which is cer- 
tainly the correct. principle, but we 
hardly grasp the practical part of it 
when he says that ‘it is expected for 
the most part great works for the 
storage and distribution of water will 
be built by the State and national 
governments, acting together very 
much as they are now doing in meas- 
uring the streams, exploring reservvuir 
sites and planning a comprehensive 
forestry policy.’ 

“We cannot conceive of any just 
and equitable plan for joining the 
water and the land short of the dis- 
trict system. Where the absolute 
value of the water is acknowledged 
by all the landowners, a system may

SPOILED THEIR BLISS.

Mrs. F. F. Reasoner of This City Ac- 
cused by Alfred N. Stone in Suit. for 
Custody of Children—Dixie Thompson 
Ranch Cut up.

VENTURA, Sept. II- Altred N. 
Stone of the Piru, through his attorney, 
ex-Judge Williams, has brought suit 
against his wife, Anna I. Stone, for 
the custody of the two eldest of their 
three little boys, aged 2 and 1 year re- 
spectively. He charges in his complaint 
that his mother-in-law, lire. F. F. Rea- 
soner of No. 847 Bellevue avenue, Los 
Augeles, has been the cause of his do- 
mestic tribulations, 

The Stones were married in Los An- 
geles in August, 1900. Three children 
have been born to them. Their married 
life has been passed at Piru, in this 
county, where Stone is a successful 
rancher. It is alleged that on April § 
last Mrs. Stone, without her husband's 
knowledge or consent, took her children 
and fied from his house, going to the 
home of her mothe rin Los Angeles, 
and though he has since tried to see 
his children his mother-in-law will not 
permit it. 

His complaint states that Mrs. Rea- 
soner’s feeling toward him is so intense 
that in April last she tried to have him 
sent to an insane asylum by petitioning 
the Los Angeles court to have him de- 
clared insane and dangerous to be at 
large, but that the court diemissed the 
| petition on examination. Despite the 
fact that his wife has left him he says 
he stands ready to welcome her back 
if she will conduct herself as a wife 
should. 

He asks that the court grant him the 
custody of his two oldest children and 
that they be given into the care of his 
mother; that he is amply able to prop- 
erly care for them and bring them up. 
and that his wife is not. 

FAMOUS RANCH LEASED. 


The Dixie Thompson ranch adjoining 
this town will the coming year be 
leased to perhaps a half-dozen bean- 
raisers. Mrs. Thompson, heir to the 
late Dixie Thompson, owner of thé 
great ranch, is determined not to farm 
the ranch the coming year, as she 
thinks the best results will come from 
putting the tract in the hands of at 
least half a dosen competent bean- 
raisers in the county. All the details of 
the transfers to lessees have not been 
arranged, nor are names given. 

The Thompson ranch has become cel- 
ebrated. It is a tract running along 
the Pacific Ocean for a distance of 
seven or eight miles, with a beautiful 
slot to the sea. There are 2500 acres 
in it, and at least 1500 acres of this is 
the finest Lima bean land on earth. 
The ranch has become famous as “the 
largest bean ranch in the world,” which 
it no doubt ia. Dixie Thompson always 
farmed it in uus entirety, the last - 
teen years putting it in Lima beans, 
which have shown immense returns. 

This move to div up the ranch 
is looked upon as preliminary to dis- 
posing of it altogether in small tracts.

“Five Yaqui women soldiers captured 
by the Mexicans were in the public 
hospitals on the outskirts of Guaymas 
last month. Each Gd gunshot 
wound. None uttered complaint at 
any time, no matter what her suffer- 
ing might be. One woman's hand was 
shot half away. the result of a bullet 
wound two years ago. She she 
had gone back to her husband, in the 
Yaqui can as soon as the hand 
Hen led. and that she would stick to 
her share in the war with Mexico un- 
til she wae killed. One of the women 
in the hospital died from blood polson- 
ina from a saber cut in the head. I 
amputated one young Yaqui woman 

lers leg at the knee.” 

This statement. simple and brief as 
it is, outlines significantly the heroic 
part played by the feminine members 
of the great Yaqui tribe in its rebel- 
lion against the authority of President 
Diaz in Mexico. a 

Down among the lonely cafions and 
across the yellow, sandy wastes of So- 
nora and Chihuahua, Mex., tragedies 
told by the Rurales and army officers 
testify to the marvelous daring and 
physical endurance of the Yaqui wom- 
en, whose one idea in life is to die 
with their faces to the Mexican foe. 
The principle that fires the blood in 
their veins to murderous heat is as 
precious to their savage breasts as that 
which has urged any people to fight 
against a dictating and encroaching 

wer. They refuse to have their abid- 
nz places chalked out by hated hands 
upon the land that was their own for 
centuries and for possession of which 
they have fought since that day that 
Cortez came. 

In every camp of Mexican soldiérs 
veracious anecdotes are related of 
young, strong and gracefyl Yaqui 
women, who, leaving their rude nomes 
have gone among the gulehes and 
mountain passes to risk their lives 
by shot and shell, to endure the awful 
privations of war and to shoot and 
siay Mexicans, just as their fathers 
and brothers and husbands are doing. 
Daily the Mexican army officers tell of

Bar Association Takes up the

The action by the Bar Association 
Was prompted by a report from Bidde- 
ford, Me., setting forth that Hovey 
had been disbarred there, the charges 
being perjury and forgery, and conse- 
quentiy Hovey was not entitled to 
practice in another State. He was in 
a bad corner and yesterday he got out 
of it. 

Those who have seen the cértified 
copy of judgment sent here in confir- 
mation of the declaration of disbar- 
ment say it is one of the most severe 
arraignments they have ever read. The 
local bar association, however, acting 
upon their well-known method of pro- 
cedure in such matters, decline to give 
out any information.

terday by a Times reporter. 

Hovey claims that he has deen 
hounded by personal enemies, his trou- 
bles covering a period of several years. 
Friends who knew him in his eastern 
home say that politics has had much 
to do with the hardships that have been 
visited upon him. 

The unfortunate attorney claims that 
the first he knew of the disbarment 
proceedings was the notice of its ac- 
complishment on May 21, 1908. It came 
as a staggering blow to himself and 
family for he had hoped that out in 
this western world the mortifying past 
might be forgotten in the makine ofa 
new career and a name. But the 
haunting ghosts of alleged misdeeds 
and the persistency of those who have 
deemed it their duty to proceed against 
him have accomplished Hovey's defeat 
and left him a discouraged though not 

eless man. 

On learning that his name had been 
stricken from the list of attorneys of 
York county, Maine, Hovey began the 
preparation, of papers reviewing his 
case and praying for reinstatement. 
These papers were forwarded to Bidde- 
ford last July. From the District At- 
torney of York county came assurances 
that the matter would be taken up on 
the reopening of the courts October 1. 
The action of the Los Angeles County 
Bar Association, however, has brought 
matters to a crisis and Hovey now de- 
clares his purpose of asking for the 
cancellation of his certificate and clos- 
ing his office until the matter is finally 
settied. 

To a Times reporter Mr. Hovey yes- 
terday made the following statement: 


HOVEY'S STATEMENT. 


“The culminating event in my 
troubles was the settlement of a sult 
for civil damages brought by the wife 
of a barkeeper against & certain liquor 
dealer under the Maine law for selling 
her husband intoxicating liquors. Her 
husband and ‘herself were both vindic- 
tive people and the suit was generaily 
conceded to be one of a blackmailing 
nature. 1 was employed to defend, ana 
the husband of the plaintiff! came to 


gee me, as he said, at the request of 


his wite, and with him I went to sre 
her, accompanied by a reporter for the 
Biddeford Journal. She claimed that 
she had never authorised the bringing 
of the suit, and wished the matter 
dropped. Under her statement I per- 
fected a settlement without the know!- 
edge of her attorneys, and without the 
slightest intention of reflecting in any 
way upon such attorneys. But the at- 
torneys who had prepared the sult 
were very indignant, perhaps justly #0, 
and later persuaded the woman to go 
ahead with the suit, as they claimed, 
Later another attorney came into the 
case and another settlement was made, 
the substitute attorney claiming to 
act for all interested. It was charged 


| that I acted in an unprofessional man- 


ner In making this settlement. What 
I did was done in good faith, one of 
the daily newspapers upholding me and 
another censuring me very, bitterly. 
This event culminated in January. 
1902. by the forming of a committee 
of the bar to ‘investigate certain ru- 
mors concerning certain attorneys in 
York county.”

“I employed attorneys to look after 
my matters in Maine, and I was as- 
sured repeatedly, as per letters I can 
show, that the tter would be dis- 
missed and nothing ever come of it. 
This assurance was given me just 
prior to the May term of this year by 
letters, wherein the District Attorney 
and those having charge of the matter, 
assured me that the proceedings would 
be dropped. I 
that If they would press the matter I 
would return and meet it, but at the 

term, on the 2ist of May, this 
ear, without any notice to me, my 
name was stricken from the rolls tn 
that State. The names of the wit- 
nesses, as the judgment shows, were 
those largely interested in the old mat- 
ters back at Pittsfield of nearly seven 
years ago. 

“I was not guilty of the things 
charged, but I admit the settlement 
of the case, in the manner stated, at 
Biddeford. Since coming here I have 
practiced in all the courts and have a 
good class of clients, and my business 
has increased each month. I have on 
all sides met with the greatest court- 
esy from members of the bar and the 
court, and I think to some extent that 
I enjoy their confidence; also of the 
people of this community. My life was 
the same in the East as here. Since 
learning of the proceedings taken in 
my absence this last June I communi. 
cated with the Superior Court judges 
here, explaining the situation in which 
I was placed. I imme made ar- 
eangements with my counsel in Maine 
for rehearing and reinstatement in the 
State of Maine, and the matter is now 
pending, Hon. H. M. Heath of Augusta 
being my counsel. Whether I can be 
reinstated or not only future events 
can determine, but I have many friends 
in Maine and here, and I believe the 
wrong done me will yet be righted. 1 
will heartily concur with the Grievance 
Committee of this bar, and it necessary, 
on my own motion, ask that my licenge 
be revoked untl the matter in Maine 
is finally disposed of. I have met noth- 
ing but kindness on the part of the 
Grievance Committee here, and from 
the members of the bar, and especially 
the judges of the Superior Court, who 
have dealt fairly with me and assisted 
me in every way they could. It is un- 
fortunate for me at this time, and a 
great humiliation to myself and family, 
but I intend to stay here until the 
matter is finally disposed of.
